delegation :that the federal’ govern- 
ment should guarantee $1.15 per bu. 
for No. 1 Northern Wheat at Fort 
William. ‘The Regina Leader is not 
enamored with this or any ‘other 
price fixing plan. It points out: 

‘‘A. fixed price of wheat would 
mean that the. government would: 
buy. the wheat from the producer at 
a fixed price and sell it for what- 
ever it would bring in the open mar- 
ket. The difference would be pro- 
vided out of general taxation. A 
majority of the taxpayers would 
have to agree that it was willing to 
pay the extra taxes involved. The 
difference might run into a large 
sum “as the foreign ‘buyer would 
know that a government, say the 
Canadian Government, has 3800,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat on ita hands. 
The buyer would do everything in 
ite power to see such a government 
left holding the bag. Hie would buy 
everywhere else first.’’ 

Inevitably a fixed price for wheat 
would lead to an increase in produc- 
tion, and the difficulties of the pires- 
ent season would be intensified in 
the future. The experience last year 
in the United States Federal Grain 
Board should be borne in mind. Its 
attempt to stabilize the price of 
wheat at a cerain level was a most 
costly and futile enterprise.

How little this rank and file think 
of Canadians as forming a part of 
their Federation ‘was seen in a 
number of incidents at the recent 
convention in Boston. 


ing in Vancouver, 
from delegates. who maintained that 
the American Federation ought not 
bo meet outside the U.S. At’ the 
same convention the United States 
Government was urged to prevent 
Canadian commuters crossing the bor- 
der to work in the border cities--not 
a word about preventing Americans 
crossing the border to clutter up the 
Canadian labor markeit. Probably 
if the convention had been remind- 
ed that Canadian labor was part of 
the Federation and had, equal ‘rights 
with the American unions, the great 
mass of the United States delegates 
would have recalled the interesting 
fact with astonishment. 

The president of the All-Canadian 
congress probably had an extreme 
instance or instances in mind when 
he spoke ‘of United States labor un- 
ions calling strikes for the reason he 
mentioned or any reason. But there 
aie other ways in which the inter- 
national labor movement. keeps. its 
foot quite firmly on the neck of Ca- 
madian onganized labor; such, for 
instance, as hindering agreements 
between masters and workers--things 
solely of Canadian and even local 
concern---to the handicapping not 
only of the QOanadian workingman, 
but of Canadian business. 


THE HIGH HAND OF ONTARIO 


Public opinion has prevailed in the 
casie of Elen Naylor. who was to 
have been deported to England under 
orders of the Ontario government. 
Probably she would have been there 
now but for the intervention of her 
parents who. learned of her projected 
deportation only a matter of hours 
(or days at the most) before she 
sailed. Miss Naylor is a resident of 
Oritario, who at the age of 16 came 
to Canada with her parents 18 years 
ago apparently physically fit. More 
recently she has been confined in the 
hospital at Woodstock under treat- 
ment for epilepsy and, being pro- 
nounced incurable, the Government 
cf Ontario ordered her deportation 
to England whence she came as a 
child. It is said that this step was 
taken wiith neither the knowledge 
nor the consent of her parents who 
allegedly knew nothing of the mat- 
ter until they found she had ‘actual- 
ly been placed aboard ship at Miont- 
real. A charitable public, all over 
Canada, permitted itself to believe 
there must have been some misun- 
derstanding; that not even the Gov- 
ernment of Ontario would be so 
high-handied . 

‘But the fact remained that the 
Woman's parents were obliged to in- 
stitute habaes corpus proceedings to 
delay the daughiter’s deportation 
which rather took the edge off the 
benefit of the doubt which ~ people 
were prepared to.accord the Depart- 
ment of Health. However, the 
Minister of Health for Ontario, whose 
department ordered the deportation, 
has now asked for the woman’s re- 
turn to. Woodstock pending funther 
investigation. 

But in the meantime the case of 
Ellen Naylor has brought other not 
dissimilar imcidents to light. From 
England come some detwils of the 
case of Mrs. Ainsworth, ‘formerly 
of Hamilton, Ontario, who was de- 
ported to her former home in Bolton, 
Her 
deportation was conducted under the 
auspices of the Department of Im- 
migration which has representatives 
in England, yet none met her when 
the. steamer docked. Out of Canada, 
she was left to fend for herself.

“The Canadian Government is 
co-operating wtih ranches and ex- 
porters in their efforts té-sccure a 
‘market in Great Britain for Cana- 
dian cattle,” said Hon. Robert 
Weir, Minister of Agriculture, who 
visited Montreal recently to in- 
spect an experimental shipment of 
western steers at the stockyards 
in that city. The cattle, compris- 
ing 416 head of.shorthorns, Here- 
fords, Angus and pure-bred steers, 
were brought to Montreal on Can- 
adian PacMic Railway for ship- 
ment to Manchester, England. 


Analyzing the causes of business 


depression in Canada, E. W. 
Beatty, chairman and president of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, in a 
speech before the American Insti- 
tute of Steel Construction, recent- 
ly, recalled American suggestions 
that cancellation of foreign debts 
due the United States would cure 
present world conditions and bene- 
fit the country that cancelled 
them. “It is not surprising,” said 
Mr. Beatty, “that your men of great 
vision have reached the conclusion 
that if they (the war debts) were 
removed, industry would be stimu- 
lated, trade would expand, and 
prosperity would return, and out 
of the revivication of the world 
conditions would inevitably come 
great benefit to the United States.” 


A forty-mile ski marathon from 
Lake Louise to Banff will be one 
of the big features of the Banff 
Winter Carnival which will open 
February Ist next. The run will 
cross turbulent mountain streams 
and will follow ascending and des- 
cending ridges of great height. “No 
smoth travelling in the last half,” 
is the way ski-ing experts who 
have planned it, describe the event. 


Fur farming in Canada is now 
established as a leading industry. 
The latest available figures show 
that the industry to-day represents 
a capital value of $22,980,617, of 
which $16,401,453 is invested in fur- 
bearing animals, Prince Edward 
Island is the leader in the indus- 
try, with Ontario and Quebec not 
far behind. Ten years ago total 
value of fur-bearing animals on 
fur farms in Canada was placed at 
$4,723,105. 


Showing of the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway Company for the 
month of September, in which an 
increase of $1,721,645 was shown 
in net earnings over the total for 
September of last year, in the face 
of an actual decrease in gross 
earnings, is a tribute to a manage- 
ment's ability to adapt itself to un- 
favorable conditions, according to 
a financial authority of Montreal.
